Piedmont and Pelcer are two cotton 
lanufacturlng towns in Anderson and 
Greenville counties, 8. C . taking 
names from cotton mills. Incorporated 
companies began to build and operate 
» mills sixteen or seventeen years 
ago, ane starting with $365,000 capital 
and the other with «400.000. while the 
snt capitalization of Piedmont is 
0800,000 and of Pelzer 11,000,000. Pied- 
mont has about 68.000 and Pelzer about 
107,000 spindles, and each a full equip 
ment of looms of improved pattern. 

The increased capital has been made 
up of accumulated profits and newly sub- 
scribed stock, Pelzer getting *185 a share 
* the last 1400,000 ef stock issued. 
When these mills were projected the 
value ef real estate or farm lands in the 
surrounding country was small, certainly 
not over 05 or |10 per acre. The system 
iltivatien then in vogue was crude, 
and generally the farms were dilapidated 
and little cared for. 

These factories, when once in operation, 
awakened a new spirit among the far 
men. who soen realized the fact that po 
tatoes, turnips and every food erop for 
man and beast found a ready every day 
cash market at their very doors, due to 
the assemblage of factery operatives as 
nosers at Pelzer and Piedmont. The 
result was that renewed attention was 
given to farm improvements and the 
duction of food crops which had hitherto 



given to the production of the only sala 



n. At the same time the local 
I market for cotton for the millt 
put en it and kept on it a premium of from 

Ighth to one-quarter of a cent 
pound, and often even more. On this ba- 
sis, on every bale raised within the wagon 

et limit of these two factories

bale produced within their territorial lim- 
its, yet they fixed the price and put the 
premium on all of it that waa shipped 
away. 

If w« had any data upon which to sum 
up and fix the profits made in the last 
fifteen years by farmers living around 
these towns — made frnm the ssle of vege- 
tables and farm products and wood a* 
fuel to the factory people— the amount 
would doubtless be very large, perhaps 
millions; and yet these profits were scat- 
tered among people who never contri- 
buted a cent toward the building of either 
of these large and prosperous Industries 
While the building and operating of 
these mills have proven highly remunera- 
tive to those who invested money in them, 
and while their stock is in great demand 
st more than double Its •rlginal cost, it 
may seem strange, bit it is a fact, that 
the people of the surrounding country 
who own the farm lnads have In the ag- 
gregate been benefited to an amount In 
excels of the entire cost of both factories. 

From s point midway between Pied 
rnont and Pelzer describe a circle or In- 
aginary line with a radius of ton miles. 
Such circumference will inclose 200,0*0 
teres of farm lands. Suppose the build 
ng of them factories ptsced upon these

the building of these factories at from 
$15 to $99 per acre. As a fact, no farms 
within tea miles of either town can now 
be purchased at lest than $95 or $30 per 
acre, and many will new command 
greater price than this even. 

Seventeen years ago, when Colouel I 
P. Hammett purchased the lands near 
and on which Piedmont now stands at 15 
per acre, there was living nesr by an old 
and respectable farmer on a worn out and 
dilapidated farm with a house to corre- 
spond, the roof even being worn out and 
leaky. He had effered his farm time and 
time again at $5 per acre, sad finally 
tried to get 04 50 per acre, to enable him 
to move in Alabama or Texas in order to 
get belter land. Failing to sell be re 
maloed, and when the noise of the loom 
and the hum of the spindle were besrd 
near him, took heart, began to farm bet 
ter and to sell wood, turnips and farm 
truck, put a new reof on his house, cut 
away the briars and thorns, fixed up the 
place generally and has since sold 100 of 
his surplus acres at 050 to $75 per i 
and could now get $70 per acre for the 
200 left; and this honest old farmer is but 
of the many who have feund them- 
selves bettered by the successful enter 
prises of others. 

Suppose a cotton factory costiog $600, 
060 to 11.000,000 be built on 1,000 acres of 
land at the South costing $10,000; 
on this would be 600 to 800 dwelling- 
houses for operatives on as many dis- 
tinct lots of say 100 by 200 feet. From 
past experiences with us, in twelve to 
fifteen years these town lands would be 
worth as much more tban the cost of the 
plant, if, indeed, the lands were not worth

The senate committee on foreign re- 
lations Friday ordered a favorable re- 
port, by a practically unanimous vote, 
on Cameron's resolution recognizing 
the Independence of the republic of 
Cuba. 

The text of the resolution is as fol- 
lows: Joint resolution acknowledging 
the- Independence of Cuba. 

Resolved, By the senate and house 
of representatives of the United States 
of American in congress assembled, 
that the independence of the republic 
of Cuba be and the same Is hereby ao- 
knowleged by the United States oi 

Section': That the United States will 
use its friendly oflfces with the gov- 
ernment of Spain to brintf to a close 
the war between Spain and Cab*. 

There is an impression among some 
of the members of the committee that 
the president will veto the resolution, 
It being Joint In its character and re- 
quiring the executive approval or dls- 
proval. If Mr. Cleveland should enter 
his veto. It is claimed that congress 
would be able to pass the resolution 
. by the necessary two-thirds vote. 

Washington, Dec. 10.— The house

10.— Dink 
snd Arch Proctor, father and son, were 
taken from jail at a o'clock Friday 
morning and hanged to a cedar tree 
just outside the town, and BiB Proc- 
tor, another son, was shot and killed 
Bis cell. A mob of about loo 
men broke into the jail about 1:40 
o'clock Friday morning by battering 
down the door with sledge hammers 
The jailer was forced to give up ths 
cell keys The Proctors were up, ss 
they hsd been warned the day before 
of what was to come. Bill Proctor 
swore he would not leave his cell alive, 
and aa he was a powerful man and 
hard to handle, one of the mob shot 
him with a pistol: Immediately after- 
ward a charge of buckshot was fired 
st him. and as he fell, a volley of pistol 
shots were fired. About 30 balls en- 
tered his body. 

After Proctor wss down, a man en- 
tered the cell, and. placing a pistol at 
the head of the fallen man, pulled the 
trigger, and thus died the most dan- 
gerous man In Logan county. The 
mob then took Dink Proctor and his 
son Arch out of their cells and bound 
their hands after the jailer had made 
an unheeded plea for mercy for the 
father. The mob, which had now in- 
creased to 200 men, escorted the pris- 
oners to a three-limbed cedar tree on 
the Nashville road, and strung father 
and son up side by side. Their bodies 
were cut down Friday morning, 
mob came from Adairville, and they 
cut all the wires leading from that 
point in order to prevent notice be- 
ing given of their coming. 

Mrs. Proctor, wife of Dink end moth- 
er of Arch and Bill, was asleep in a 
hotel here when the lynching took 
place. She had come to attend the ex- 
amining trial Friday, and Arch begged 
the mob pitifully to be allowed to Bee 
his mother before he was hanged, but 
his request was refused. The Proctors 
were accused of murdering Aaron 
and Doc. Proctor, of Adairsville.
